FOREWORD 


THAT  the  late  Francis  Hill  Bigelow  ranks  high  among  the  con- 
tributors to  our  present  knowledge  of  American  antiques  is  well 
known  by  all  those  familiar  with  the  subject.  Himself  a  member  of 
an  old  Ncn-  England  family  long  familiar  with  these  things,  he  assembled 
during  his  lifetime  one  of  the  most  authentic  collections  of  Americana  in 
existence,  the  educational  \'alue  of  which  mav  be  gauged  by  the  following. 

In  1902,  Miss  Frances  Clar\  Morse  selected  twenty-eight  objects  from 
Mr.  Bigelow's  collection  as  illustrations  for  Furniture  of  the  Olden  Time. 
In  1909,  at  the  time  of  the  Hudson-Fulton  Celebration  in  New  York,  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art  requested  t^^■enty-t^^-o  objects  from  Mr.  Bige- 
low to  be  exhibited  at  the  Museum.  In  191 1,  three  of  his  tall-case  clocks 
appeared  in  John  Ware's  Simon  Jfillard  and  his  Clocks  and  F.  J.  Britten's 
Old  Clocks  and  JJ'atches  and  Their  Makers;  during  the  same  year,  the 
Copley  Society  of  Boston  held  a  Retrospective  Exhibition  of  the  Decorative 
Arts,  and  the  committee  selected  eighty-three  objects,  which  Avere  included 
in  their  catalogue.  A  special  exhibition  of  furniture  from  Mr.  Bigelow's 
collection  was  held  at  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  during  the  summer 
of  19 1 2  when  forty-four  pieces  of  furniture  and  other  objects  were  shown 
in  the  Fore-court  Room,  besides  receiving  special  reference  in  the  Museum 
Bulletin  of  that  period.  The  New  York  Society  of  Colonial  Dames  held  an 
exhibition  of  needlework  in  19  13  at  ^'an  Cortlandt  Manor,  New  York,  to 
which  Mr.  Bigelow  contributed  nine  panels  by  request;  and  in  19 16  furni- 
ture from  his  collection  was  requested  for  an  exhibition  of  Colonial  furniture 
at  the  Pennsylvania  Museum,  Philadelphia.  Furthermore,  the  two  principal 
reference  works  on  Colonial  furniture,  namely,  Luke  Vincent  Lockwood's 
Colonial  Furniture  in  America  and  Wallace  Nutting's  Furniture  Treasury 
illustrate  numerous  objects  from  Mr.  Bigelo\A's  collection.  Many  of  the 
pieces  exhibited  or  illustrated  in  the  aforementioned  exhibitions  and  refer- 
ence works  appear  in  the  present  sale. 

Mr.  Bigelow's  activities  were  not  confined  to  the  conservation  of 
American  furniture  and  kindred  objects,  as  he  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant contributors  to  the  study  of  early  American  silver,  which  later 
became  his  chief  interest.  So  great  was  his  enthusiasm  for  this  subject  that, 
in  191 1,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Boston,  held  an  exhibition  of  New 


England  church  silver,  largely  assembled  by  Mr.  Bigelow;  this  was  supple- 
mented in  the  same  year  by  the  exhibition  at  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art,  New  York,  of  church  silver  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  and  the  South, 
held  under  the  auspices  of  the  New  York  Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  at 
Mr.  Bigelow's  suggestion.  These  exhibitions,  be  it  mentioned,  furnished  the 
material  for  E.  Alfred  Jones'  Old  Silver  of  American  Churches.  Perhaps 
Mr.  Bigelow's  greatest  contribution  to  our  knowledge  of  early  American 
silversmiths  is  his  excellent  book  Historic  Silver  of  the  Colonies  and  its 
Makers,  published  in  19 17. 

The  furniture  in  the  present  sale  besides  being  rich  in  historic  associa- 
tion is  almost  without  exception  in  unrefinished  condition,  making,  therefore, 
an  especial  appeal  to  all  those  who  abhor  the  practice  of  robbing  old  furni- 
ture of  its  patina. 

Mr.  Bigelow's  collection  has  been  augmented  by  a  small  group  of  im- 
portant Colonial  silver  from  other  sources,  which  is  so  designated  in  the 
catalogue.

Note:  This  tankard  was  formerly  owned  hy  John  Pintard  (1759-1844), 
horn  in  New  York  City,  who,  upon  the  arrival  of  the  British  troops  in  New  York 
City,  left  Princeton  College  and  joined  the  patriot  forces,  returning  in  time  to 
receive  his  degree  in  1776;  besides  numerous  civic  and  other  activities  he  was 
active  in  founding  the  New  York  Historical  Society  in  1804.  J'ide  Appleton 
Cyclopedia  of  American  Biography.  The  tankard  was  given  to  his  daughter, 
Eliza  Pintard  Davidson,  in  1815,  and  has  remained  in  the  family. 

Peter  Van  Dyck  is  said  to  have  been  an  apprentice  to  Bartholomew  Le  Roux, 
whose  daughter  Rachael  he  married.  An  active  participant  in  the  factional  strife 
which  stirred  the  city  at  this  period,  he,  in  company  with  his  fellow  silversmiths, 
Charles  Le  Roux,  Tobias  Stoutenburgh,  and  Philip  Goelet,  signed  a  petition  to  the 
Lt.  Gov.  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  New  York  protesting  against  the  electioneer- 
ing irregularities  of  the  day.  The  present  tankard  is  an  outstanding  example  of  the 
earliest  New  York  silversmithing  and  compares  with  the  tankard  (No.  341)  in  the 
Francis  P.  Garvan  Sale  held  at  these  Galleries  in  193 1.
